Iran Warns 
Of Negative 
Arab Goals

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—Iran 
warned her neighbor states in the 
Middle East that their ‘‘negative 
nationalism’’ might destroy them. 

Djalal Abdoh told the adjoin- 
ing Arab nations that continued 
insistence on their privileges, 
which he called ‘negative na- 
lionalism,”’ might in the end 
cause their destruction. His state- 
ment was made in a major ad- 
dress before the General Assem- 
bly. 

Meanwhile, a whole series of 
talks on the Middle East question 
was in progress behind the scenes. 
Japanese foreign minister Ali- 
chiro Fujiyama talked with for- 
eign minister Andrei A. Gromyko 
of the Soviet Union and Mahmoud 
Fawzi, foreign minister of the 
United Arab Republic. 


ASKS UN FORCES 


The Japanese previously had 
introduced a tentative proposal 
which would seek removal of U.S. 
and British troops from Lebanon 
and Jordan to be replaced by 
United Nations forces. 

It was understood here that at 
least half a dozen _ resolutions 
were pending. These, it was un- 
derstood, varied from the Soviet 
version, calling upon the assem- 
bly to demand the immediate 
withdrawal of American and 
British troops, to requests that 
the 81-nation body take note of 
the Middle Eastern situation and 
instruct Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold to see what he 
could do. 

A U.S. spokesman said Friday 
afternoon that a meeting on this 
basis among Secretary of State 
Dulles, Hammarskjold, Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd of Britain 
and Hans Engen of Norway had 
been “fruitful.” 

Debate on the floor of the as- 
sembly was adjourned until 10:30 
a.m. Monday. 


DOUBT OF VOTE 


Some delegates believed, how- 
ever, that none of the major reso- 
lutions pending would be pushed 
to a vote. The belief was that 
after all the major delegates had 
been heard, the assembly might 
adjourn to allow for private con- 
versations. A result of such talks 
might be a resolution on the Mid- 
dle East on which most delega- 
tions might agree.

Scientific oddsmakers say the 
chances of complete success are 
one in 10 at the best, but some 
estimate as high as 100-1. 

The primary objective of the 
first flight probably will be to 
obtain data on the performance of 
the rockets’ three stages as the 
Thor-Able blasts through space at 
a speed of 25,000 miles an hour. 

The moon missile will use the 
test - proven Thor intermediate- 
range ballistic missile for the 
first booster stage. Two modified 
Vanguard stages then will take 
over in sequence. The second is a 
solid - propellant rocket which 
houses the satellite. 


INTENSE PRECISION 


The lunar shot will be an im- 
mense task because of the preci- 
sion timing involved. 

Since the moon rotates around 
the earth, a lead must be given. 
The rocket probably will be fired 
some 137,000 miles ahead of the 
moon’s course to reach a success-

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI)—New 
violence erupted in the Lebanese 
capital Friday in bombing and 
shooting incidents that killed at 
least five persons and wounded 12. 


A bomb explosion in a grocery 
near the headquarters of the right- 
wing Greater Syrian Party (PPS) 
took at least three lives. Twelve 
persons were injured, three of 
them seriously, in the blast, which 
also wrecked a bakery next door 
and smashed windows and shut- 
ters of stores in the same building 
as the PPS headquarters. 

Shortly before noon Friday, two 
men were shot to death and their 
cars set afire on the superhigh- 
way that leads from the city to 
Beirut International Aairport.

Slow Climb 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
nation’s industrial output rose in 
July for the third straight month 
to a point 6 per cent above the 
recession low of last April, the 
Federal Reserve Board reported 
Friday. 

The Labor Department said that 
the number of persons drawing 
jobless benefits dropped in the 
week ended Aug. 2 to the lowest 
level since last December. But it 
said the number of workers filing 
initial benefit claims rose slightly 
last week. 

The Reserve Board said tts in- 
dex of factory and mine produc- 
tion climbed two points above the 
June figure to reach a figure of 
133. The index uses the nation’s 
1947-49 industrial production as a 
base of 100. 

The all-time high of 146 was set 
in December, 1956. In evaluating 
the July report, government econ- 
omists were pleased by a spurt in 
durable goods production, which 
had been hardest hit by the re- 
cession. 

In its unemployment report, the 
Labor Department said the num- 
ber of workers drawing the jobless 
benefits dropped by 80,700 to a 
new 1958 low of 2,342,100. But it

A hitchhiker who confessed that he choked to death 
a young aircraft worker in Alabama for $2 admitted 
Friday he knew who kidnaped and stabbed a wealthy 
New Orleans candy manufacturer. 


Edwin Ray Dockery, 24, alias 
Ray Bouger of Fayette, Ala., dic- 
tated a confession to Atlanta po- 
lice that he killed Willie Heather- 
ly, 26, whose body was found near 
Cullman, Ala., Tuesday. 

Detectives intensified interroga- 
tion of Dockery when he refused 
to talk further about the kidnap- 
stabbing of millionaire Caswell 
P. Ellis III, 41, between Waynes- 
boro and Meridian, Miss., on 
Aug. 5. 

“I know who did it but I am 
bound by ethics not to tell,” Lt.

AMMAN, Jordan (AP)—Soldiers 
and police looking for hidden 
arms raided two big Palestine 
refugee camps in Amman Friday 
as rumors of a coup and riots 
against King Hussein spread in 
the capital. 

The raiding party seized 140 
persons—five of them with Com- 
munist leaflets—and brought them 
in for questioning, a top Jordan 
army officer said. Police sources 
said the raiders uncovered am- 
munition and blasting powder in 
one camp. 


HOTBEDS 


The refugee camps are hotbeds 
of opposition to Hussein. The two 
camps hold about 50,000 refugees 
who came here after Israel be- 
came a nation 10 years ago. The 
camps are centers of support of 
President Nasser of the United 
Arab Republic, arch foe of King 
Hussein. 

Rumors that riots were set ech- 
oed in this capital. This was the 
opening of the Moslem Sabbath, a 
time when movs could be stirred 
up easily. 

Authorities clamped a curfew 
on the camps at dawn and the 
raids came shortly afterward. By 
noon the raiding parties left and 
the curfew was lifted. The 25 U.N. 
relief agency camps, housing 
about 450,000 refugees, were not 
affected. 


DENY OFFICERS HELD 


A top Jordan source denied an 
Israeli radio report that a dozen 
or so top Jordan officers were ar- 
rested Thursday in the Nablus 
area of Jordan-held Palestine on 
charges of plotting a coup. A num- 
ber of officers was arrested on 
similar charges last month. 

There were runiors, however, 
that an attempted coup was frus- 
trated Thursday, when 500 to 800 
security troops raced into Am- 
man to reinforce soldiers and 
police guarding public buildings.

Dockery has a scar on the side 
of his face from plastic surgery. 
Detectives said the kidnap-stab- 
bing victim told them the man 
who assaulted him had an identi- 
cal scar. 

Dockery was identified in a po- 
lice lineup here Friday night as 
the robber who held up a serv- 
ice station near Decatur, Ala., 
two hours after the murder. 

Alabama state investigator Rob- 
ert Godwin later privately ques- 
tioned Dockery in the prisoner’s 
cell. Godwin was reportedly get- 
ting additional information from 
him about other unsolved crimes. 
NEWSPAPER CLIPPING 

A newspaper clipping of the 
slaying in Dockery’s possession 
prompted detectives to question 
him about the murder and, sub- 
sequently, Dockery confessed. De- 
tectives said he showed no signs 
of remorse as he dictated the con- 
fession to them. 

Another newspaper clipping in 
Dockery’s possession told of the 
kidnap-stabbing of the candy man- 
ufacturer. 

Dockery also signed a confession 
that he beat and threatened a 
motorist who had given him a ride 
to Atlanta early Thursday. He also 
told Of stealing the man’s car. 

Police gave this account of the 
assault in Atlanta which led to 
Dockery’s capture in a manhunt: 

Morris, a Ft. Sill, Okla. soldier 
on leave before going overseas, 
picked up Dockery near Birming- 
ham. About 65 miles from Atlanta 
Morris stopped to telephone his 
wife. When ke got back in the 
car he let Dockery drive and went 
to sleep. 

Morris was awakened by a blow 
on the head and found Dockery 
leaning over him holding a knife 
and a bottle of chloroform. Mor- 
ris jumped from the car and ran 
into a wooded area near Ben Hill 
in the southwestern outskirts of 
Atlanta. 


DIRT ROAD 


Dockery drove off in the car 
and left it on a dirt road. He en- 
tered a parking lot, threatened 
two men with a knife and they 
fought him off. Dockery then fled 
into the woods where bloodhounds 
found him. 

Alabama officers arrived to par- 
ticipate in the interrogation of 
Dockery, who confessed slaying 
Heatherly after being , tracked 
down by bloodhounds in southwest 
Atlanta. Police arrested Dockery 
on the complaint of Howard Mor- 
ris of Columbia, S. C. Morris 
said Dockery threatened to kill 
him after he picked up the hitch- 
hiking Dockery on a highway out- 
side Birmingham. 

“I got him (Heatherly) on the 
seat and was on top of him chok- 
ing him with my hands, and the 
next thing I knew he was dead,” 
Dockery confessed. “I knew I 
had to get back to Birmingham 
and knew I couldn’t leave him 
there. I took his belt and shoes 
off, looped the belt. over his neck 
and dragged him out of the car 
into the woods, face up. I had a 
rubber tube which I had gotten 
in Nashville, Tenn., where I had 
given blood to the Red Cross. I 
took this and tied his hands be- 
hind him and left him laying face 
down in the woods.”

In addition to dropping some of 
the “right wing’ Communists, 
Gomulka is finding new and less 
sensitive jobs for some of the men 
of the “left wing’’ who are con- 
sidered too “‘revisionist’’ for War- 
saw’s present political tastes.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (AP) 
—U.N. observers in Lebanon said 
Friday any smuggling of arms 
into that country had markedly 
diminished since the country’s 
July 31 presidential election. 

The observation group also said 
there had been a virtual nation- 
wide truce since then with only oc- 
casional reports of sporadic firing 
in some areas, in contrast with the 
open rebellion that had flared 
since May 10.

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Worried U.N. Mulls 


Course for Peace 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—Norway 
has circulated a resolution at the emer- 
gency session of the U.N. General Assem- 
bly asking that President Eisenhower's 
plan be put into operation and that Sec- 
retary General Dag Hammarskjold be 
sent to the Middle East to explore meth- 
ods of making such a beginning. 

There is a growing feeling that this 
move may reach some concrete form late 
next week. 

This is in reality a U.S.-inspired reso- 
lution, but one which reflects the hopes 
of many of the smaller nations. 

The Japanese surprised the Assembly 
yesterday with a strong speech urging 
that a method be found for withdrawing 
troops from the Middle East and replac- 
ing them with what has come to be 
called “the U.N. presence.” This is an im- 
portant development since it means a 
break in the Afro-Asian bloc which has 
been meeting to create support for the 
Russian resolution, or one like it, which 
urges immediate withdrawal of troops 
and makes no provision for U.N. replace- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, it unofficially is said that 
the conversations last Tuesday night be- 
tween Russia’s Andrei Gromyko and Sec- 
retary John Foster Dulles went better 
than had been anticipated. A second dis- 
cussion is set for next week at which 
time Gromyko and Dulles will meet with 
the foreign ministers from France and 
Ecyvpt and with Britain’s foreign secre- 
tary, Selwyn Lloyd. Yesterday Dag Ham- 
marskjold lunched privately with Gro- 
myko. These talks constitute the most 
encouraging aspect of what is still a 
critical situation. 

The great problem for these discus- 
sions to solve is to define what form the 
“U.N. presence” should take so as to be 
acceptable to the Middle East countries, 
which are extremely sensitive about their 
sovereignty. Jordan, of course, is the 
toughest nut of all. It isn’t possible to 
pive a “U.N. presence” full authority in 
Jordan without replacing the authority of 
King Hussein and his tortured govern- 
ment, but this somehow must be done 
and that is the major immediate problem. 

Next week the Assembly almost cer- 
tainly will vote to send Dag Hammarsk- 
jold on a mission to the Middle East to 
sound out all possibilities. He then will 
report back to the regular session of the 
Assembly scheduled for mid-September. 

The Russian position, as always, is 
unclear. Their newspapers continue to 
denounce President Eisenhower, Great 
Britain. the United States and the Presi- 


*dent’s Middle East plan. But privately 


Gromyko keeps insisting he is willing to 
discuss any method which will remove 
British and American forces. 

If there is to be any fruitful product 
of this session it must come out of con- 
sultations by worried men who know how 
close we are to war.—R.M.

Indictment of Revenue Commissioner 
T. V. Williams on a charge of larceny 
after trust, an accusation which he de- 
nies, conceivably will lead to a full airing 
of the facts concerning his “illegal 
liquor” campaign fund, 

Williams has said, in effect, that he 
welcomes the opportunity to present his 
side of the controversy before a jury. The 
public as well as a number of liquor 
dealers who contributed to the fund also 
will be interested in such an accounting. 

A great many Georgians long ago let 
it be known that they took a decidedly 
dim view of the fund and its potential 
implications. The hornet’s nest of criti- 
cism it stirred led to a legislative com- 
mittee’s investigation, a recommendation 
that it be abolished and an order to that 
effect from Gov. Griffin. 

The order, however, failed to dissolve 
the cloud of suspicion the fund had cre- 
ated. Some have said the full story has 
not been told. 

At any rate, the controversy has raged 
long enough and Williams deserves to be 
exonerated once and for all or to be 
punished for any wrongdoing on his part.

State Has an Obligation 
To These Schools, Too 


Further evidence of the plight of 
school systems in rapidly growing popula- 
tion areas is demonstrated all too clearly 
in the dilemma which Fulton County 
faces. 

During the next three years the coun- 
ty’s pupil enrollment is expected to in- 
crease from the present 24,828 to 29,095. 

Even with a possible bond issue of 
nearly three million dollars next year, 
the county still will fall considerably 
short of being over the hump in financing 
its building needs. 

Also there will be the problem of pro- 
viding additional funds for more teach- 
ers and the other integral components of 
a growing school system. 

The situation in Fulton is common to 
that existing in other school systems 
where population is surging. Only the 
degree varies. 

Educational leaders in these areas are 
becoming more and more insistent that 
their schools receive equitable financial 
treatment from the state. Theirs is a 
valid case. 

The state must concentrate more on 
building classrooms where they can serve 
the most people and on providing teach- 
ers accordingly. 

Areas that supply the bulk of the 
state’s educational dollar are entitled to 
more than a token return in allocations. 
The present arrangement becomes :n- 
creasingly intolerable.

State Traffic Toll Rivals 
World Air Crash Losses 


The loss at sea of the KLM Royal 
Dutch Airliner with 99 persons aboard 
is an air-marine tragedy for which all the 
world mourns. 

If all passengers and crew members 
died—and there seems no hope that any 
survived—then the crash is the worst 
air disaster involving a single commer- 
cial plane. 

Thus the KLM airliner Hugo de Groot 
becomes the “Titanic” of the North At- 
lantic airlanes. ) 

The loss is the first since World War 
II among the airlines flying the North 
Atlantic route. 

Thursday’s plane crash is another re- 
minder that as man travels, by air, by 
sea, by rail or highway, always there is 
a risk involved. There is continuous ef- 
fort to reduce that risk. 

So far in 1958 some 20 commercial air 
disasters in the world have killed nearly 
600 persons. As of Aug. 15, traffic acci- 
dents for the year in Georgia alone had 
killed 531 persons. 

As we are appalled by an air tragedy 
taking 99 lives, let us remember that 
for most of us the greater danger is right 
here. And it is a hazard which Georgians

Russia’s Giant Strides in Foreign Aid 
To Underdeveloped Countries Are Noted 


Atlanta—Many of our citizens 
have the feeling that foreign aid 
is a mistake. Of course, like 
every other experiment, we have 
to profit by our experience. But 
we are not alone in this and we 
are in sharp competition with 
Russia and her challenge is not 
to be pooh-poohed as it has been 
in the past. 

Until recently we were led to 
believe that the Soviet bloc was 
bluffing when it promised eco- 
nomic aid to underdeveloped 
countries and that its aid, even 
if delivered, would be trifling as 
compared with ours. 

These cheerful assumptions 
were abandoned on Jan. 14 when 
the State Department published 
a study showing the amount and 
outreach of Soviet economic aid. 
This study bluntly states that in 
the past 24 years the Soviet bloc 
and China have agreed to provide 
11 underdeveloped nations — Af- 
ghanistan, Burma, Cambodia, 
Ceylon, India, Indonesia, Laos, 
Nepal, United Arab Republic 
(Egypt and Syria), Yemen and 
Yugoslavia — with $1,500,000,000 
in economic aid as compared 
with Washington’s total of 900 
million dollars for the same pe- 
riod and in the same area. 

One can see the psychological 
effect. 

The Russian advances are a 
challenge to us and require far 
more sacrifices than we have 
given. But in the competition be- 
tween Russia and ourselves at 
least there is some satisfaction in 
knowing that the underdeveloped 
nations are getting the benefit of 
it and markets are created for 
tomorrow which will increase our 
business in this field, no doubt, 
by leaps and bounds.

es its power very slowly; after 28 
years it still retains half its 
strength. Each nuclear explosion 
adds to the long-term killing 
power of the radioactive materi- 
al in the air. 

Recent figures show that the 
Salt Lake City area already has 
reached almost 5 per cent of the 
permissible safe maximum of 
strontium-90 in milk. (Why 
should there be any such poison 
in our milk?) This represents an 
increase over 1956 figures, ac- 
cording to Atomic Energy Com- 
mission studies, of 12% times—a 
dangerous jump in the period of 
two years. 

If this deadly trend is not soon 
reversed, we will all become 
victims of our ignorance, our 
fear or our indifference. The 
peoples of the world have a right 
to demand an end to these nu- 
clear explosions.

By Living Sensibly *% 


Some days ago I was ‘speaking with a serious ie 


Bible student who clarified my thought regard- 
ing a portion of the Lord’s Prayer which says, 


> some 


“Lead us not into temptation.” We recite the Lord’s Prayer every: 
Sunday in many of our churches. Many persons learned the words 
of this prayer before they were old enough to read the Bible them- 


selves. 

All of us have said the prayer 
hundreds of times in church wor- 
ship or in private devotions. What 
do the words, ‘‘Lead us not into 
temptation,’’ mean to you? 


These words so familiar to us 
seem to suggest God would wish 
to lead us into temptation and 
s0 we pray He may not continue 
to tempt us. Is God engaged in 
some kind of merciless sport or 
pastime in which He leads His 
children to the brink of trouble 
just to see if we shall take the 
plunge? 

Nothing is further from the na- 
ture of God which is revealed to 
us through the Scriptures or in 
the teachings of our Lord! 

How shall we interpret these 
words? My friend, who has de- 
voted a lifetime to the study of 
the meanings of Bible words and 
who reads Greek as easily as he 
reads English, says the word 
temptation meant trial or ordeal 
to those who first heard Jesus. 

One of the gravest sins among 
early Christians was apostasy, 
the abandonment or desertion of 
the faith because of the difficul- 
ties and persecutions which pro- 
fessors of Christianity had to face.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—President Eisen- 
hower has shown it could be done—that it was 
possible to give'a sturdy defense of American- 


British action in Lebanon and Jordan that was positive, not negative, 
and that was constructive without being apologetic. The President’s 
candid address from the rostrum of the U.N. leaves the 81 nations of 
the General Assembly with a momentous decision: 


Whether to accept the responsi- 
bility of protecting the Mideast 
countries from direct and indirect 
aggression and to begin a pro- 
gram of economic betterment, 


first through Arab initiative—that 
was Eisenhower's appeal. 


Or whether to condemn the 
United States and Britain as ag- 


gressors because they responded 
to the call of the Lebanese and 
Jordanian governments and then, 
after asking for the withdrawal 
of American and British troops, 
to put nothing adequate in their 
place to secure the peace—that 
was the appeal of Andrei Gromy- 
ko, Soviet foreign minister. 

It is not yet evident what con- 
structive action, if any, the 
United Nations will take; a two- 
thirds vote is required. 

It is evident that Eisenhower's 
calm words had a sobering effect. 


From the immediate response 
it seemed clear to me that the 
United Nations is not going to 
join Gromyko in a denunciation 
of the United States and Britain. 
There is a fair prospect that it 
will authorize measures of its 
own which, in the end, will per- 
mit the Anglo-American forces to 
withdraw.

The grand jury’ indictment 
charged that Williams converted 
the funds to his own use after 
having been entrusted by a num- 
ber of liquor dealers with a total 
of $162,902. The amount he is 
charged with using equals the 
differences between the $115,- 
973.71 total and the amount the 
jury apparently learned was con- 
tributed through questioning the 
dealers. 


Williams was indicted under 
Georgia Code Section 26-2809 
which carries - possible sentence 
of one to five years on convic- 
tion. The section provides this 
punishment for: 


“Any person who has been en- 
trusted by another with any 
money .. . for the purpose of 
applying the same for the use or 
benefit of the owner or person de- 
livering it, who shall fraudulently 
convert the same to his own 
Eg 


The indictment alleges Williams 
converted money to his own use 
after having been entrusted with 
it by the liquor dealers ‘‘for the 
purpose of applying the same for 
the use and benefit of said own- 
ers so entrusting the same... .” 

Williams declared in his state- 
ment that a “small percentage 


of unscrupulous liquor dealers 
might have contended greater 
contributions than they made.” 
Striking out at special prosecutor 
Paul Cadenhead, who is heading 
the probe of state affairs for the 
Fulton solicitor’s office, Williams 
added: 


“Even though I am entrusted 
with handling over 300 millions 
of dollars per year of state funds, 
Cadenhead did not show me the 
courtesy of checking any claimed 
contribution or even pay me a 
visit prior to his smear. ™ 


Williams declared that Caden- 
head “‘is a sneaking, unmitigated, 
common liar when he advised the 
Fulton County Grand Jury that 
he had one single shred of evi- 
dence that even one penny of the 
funds contributed for combatting 
illicit liquor had been put to my 
personal use.” 

Cadenhead, asked if he wanted 
to reply to Williams’ statement, 
said, “I have no comment to 
make.” 

Williams was served at 9:30 
a.m. Friday with a bench war- 
rant on the indictment, signed 


by Superior Court Judge Virlyn 
B. Moore. Fulton Deputy Sheriff 
J. R. Bennett served the warrant 
and two revenue department au- 
ditors, J. T. Brown and L. E. 
Enlow, jointly signed Williams’ 
bond on the spot. 

Brown, who lives at 1624 Brew- 
er Bivd., SW, put up as security 
on the bond a seven-room brick 
house at 1799 Lakewood Ter., SE, 
and a five-room frame house at 
268 Claire Dr., SE. Enlow, who 
lives at 586 Park St., NE, put up 
his eight-room brick residence 
and an eight-room frame house 
at 2557 Acron Ave., as security.

Sputnik, the Explorer and other scientific ad- 
vances have had, and are having, a great influential 
value on today’s American youth. 


Teen - agers, concerned with 
the problems confronting the 
nation in training leaders in 
the scientific field, have written 
opinions from all over the state. 


Many feel that the curriculum 
changes which are expected this 
year and in the near future 
will have an effect on the 
courses students will take. 
Others believe it will be a year 
or two before a definite in- 
crease in scientific course en- 
rollment will be shown. 


One thing is certain! Teens 
are’ realizing that more and 
more, they must rise to the 
demand for scientists. 


Those who are seriously con- 
sidering science as a career ‘are 
proud of their decision and wish 
to encourage others to join them. 
The concept that a scientist is 


abnormal. and “‘slightly off,” 
according to these. inspired 
teens, is not true. 


Bill Garland, 17, Jackson, {s 
concerned with the problems 
posed by the new age: 


The shocking launching of 
Sputnik, the counter orbiting 
of Explorer, and the recent 
polar subsurfacing of the 
Nautilus have yet to thun- 
derously arouse old “Sleeping 
Science” from his Rip Van 
Winkle-ism in the minds of 
American youth. Even such 
momentous events seem to be 
regarded by young America 
with a confused type of apa- 
thy and indifference; a sort 
of intellectual snobbishness. 


Many students of today 
consider scientists as “slightly 
off” oddities who are unable 
to raise a normal family or 
lead a normal life. They pic- 
ture a brilliant, but malevo- 
lent, Bela Lugosi trying to 
blow up the world with a 
test tube, without taking into 
consideration the consequen- 
ces of his weird experiments. 
They view with awe and 
wonder the miraculous pio- 
neer attempts of science, but 
assert coyly, “What could I 
ever do in so technicalized a 
work?” 


David Whitmire, 16, Atlanta, 


urges young people to enter into 
the scientific field also and to 
put aside trivial matters: 

We, as young pcople in a 
free land, must come.to the 
realization that movies, dates, 
rock ’n’ roll, parties and so 
forth are not really as impor- 
tant as we think. We are 
challenged by mediocrity: Let 
us therefore respond to this 
challenge with increased de- 
votion to the basic issues of 
life, among which are reli- 
gion, science, and humanities. 
Religion, of course, deserves 
to be in the van of our minds, 
but next in importance comes 
science.

Arkansas Traveler 
Treasures Old Tunes 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 
“Driftwood” from an Arkansas high school has 
become a storehouse of American history. 
Jimmie Driftwood, high school principal turned 
troubadour, spends practically all his free. time wan- 
dering the Ozarks in search of folk-lore treasure. 


Jimmie, whose real name Is 
James C. Morris of Timbo, 
Ark. ‘he’s principal of Snow- 
ball, Ark., high school), be- 
lieves he must have beard folk 
songs ‘‘even before I was born.’”’ 
As an infant, his ‘‘crying spells”’ 
were soothed by his mother 
singing “Barbara Allen’ and 
other such songs. 

“Pretty soon,” he recalled, 
“my folks caught on that I was 
just crying to hear a song. By 
the time I could talk I knew 
most of the old songs of the 
community.” 

As he grew up, Jimmie’s rep- 
ertoire of folk songs gave out, 
and he sought others, calling on 
old people in the mountains to 
see if they knew any. Soon, 
his hobby became his first love, 
and at the drop of a note, he'll 
desert his favorite hunting and 
fishing sports to hit the trail 
of a tune. 

‘‘Sometimes, I’m able to make 
tape recordings as the people 
sing,” he revealed, “but, more 
often, the locale is such that no 
electricity is available. That's 
why I always have a notebook 
with me. I write down the words 
and music as I hear them.” 


OLDEST TUNE 

Jimmie recently was tracking 
down what he believes is 
America’s oldest folk tune, a 
song called ‘‘The Girl From 
Plymouth Rock.” The old moun- 
taineer the singer contacted 
about the song told Jimmie he’d 
never heard of it. But, with 
faith in his information, the 
schoolmaster refused to give up. 


Several days later he was con- 
veniently hunting squirrels in 
the area, and heard the old 
man singing, ‘The Girl From 
Plymouth Rock.”’ Jimmie wrote 
down as many of the words and 
as much of the tune as possible, 
but he ‘‘didn’t get them all.”’ 

At their next encounter Jim- 
mie told the mountaineer he’d 
heard another man sing the 
song. 

“I made up some crazy words 
and sang them for him,” he 
recalled. 

The old man of the mountains 
was properly indignant at such 
disrespect. for the real lyrics. 
He proceeded to set Jimmie 
straight—by singing the real 
words. ° 


ALBUM SMASH 


The Arkansas traveler has hit 
the big time with the release of 
his smash album, ‘Jimmie 
Driftwood Sings Newly Discov- 
ered Early American Folk 
Songs,”’ one of the most unusual 
packages ever waxed. In addi- 
tion to the more familiar tunes 
such as “Old Joe Clark’’ and 
“I’m Too Young to Marry,” the 
album includes some of the 
gems that resulted from Jim- 
mie’s travels. 

The album is highlighted by 
some of the most unusual sounds 
ever recorded: The weird but 


melodic twang. of Jimmie’s 
‘mouth bow” or ‘“‘pickin’ bow.”’ 
The instrument, a rarity made 
of part of the rim of an old 
spinning wheel and a guitar 
string, is believed to be the 
last of its kind in the country. 
Jimmie, who will be guest 
star at the Georgia Jubilee in 
East Point Saturday, explained 
that when early settlers migrat- 
ed over the mountains from 
Tennessee to the Ozarks, they 
often lacked the usual stringed 
instruments, and hit upon the 
‘pickin’ bow”’ as a substitute. 


He also uses his home-made 
guitar, a gift of his grandfather. 

‘“‘When I was just a boy,” he 
revealed, “a wayfaring man 
visited our house and played 
his guitar. When he was gone, 
I cried for one of my own, and 
my grandfather made this one.” 


GRANDPA’S MATERIALS 


The neck of the instrument is 
made from an old fence rail; 
the sides were once part of an 
ox yoke, and top and bottom 
were fashioned from pieces of 
an old bedstead. 7 

The hard-working musician— 
in addition to searching for and 
recording folk songs, teaching 
six classes, coaching a basket- 
ball team and running his farm, 
Jimmie also writes songs—plans 
tc take a leave of absence for 
a year as soon as he can ar- 
range it, to further his coiicc- 
tion. 

‘‘T have to work harder than 
ever,’ he explained, ‘‘because 
many of the old singers will 
soon be gone forever, taking 
their songs with them.”
